The indications are that a 
report from that board cannot be delayed 
very -much longer, notwithstanding the 
great desire of the administration to gain 


time. 


There is every indication that a lot of 
talk Wich emianites from official circles in 
this time of uncertainty is uttered solely 
for the purpose of affecting the stock 
markets.

Long Will Be Called To Account. 

An evening paper quotes a number of 
leaders of the house on the talk of Secre- 
tary Long. Congressman Livingston is 
quoted as saying: 

“We propose to call Secretary Long be- 
fore the appropriations committee of the 
house. The committee wants to know why 
it is, if Spain’s responsibil.ty for the disas- 
ter to the Maine is practically eliminated, 
that he wants the enlisted force of the 
navy increased; why he wants more guns, 
why he is purchasing powder and pro- 
jectiles; why he is making so marked prep- 
arations for war- 

_ “Secretary Long’s statement lowers the 
dignity of the country and the adminis- 
tration is responsible for it. Mr. Long 
undoubtedly expressed the views of the 
president, as he had just come from an 
important cabimet council when he uttered 
the words which freed Spain from alli re- 
sponsibility for the Maine horror. In order 
to avoid any responsibility of Mr. Long's 
assertions influencing the report of the 
court of inquiry, I am in favor of having 
that body report ‘to congress direct instead 
of to the secretary of the navy. It is not 
strange that the Spanish people refer to 
us as a ‘rabble’ if we are to be as pusil- 
lanimous as the secretary of the American 
navy would have us be.’’ 

Administration Wants No War. 

While up to the present time it has been 
recognized as eminently proper that noth- 
ing. should be said which could possibly 
act as an irritant upon the situation, pa- 
tience is ceasing to be a virtue. So distinct 
is the play of the administration for delay; 
s0 strongly does the president’s policy 
point toward a determination to exonerate 
Spain if possible, and if that cannot be 
done tto let her off by the payment of 
money damage, that it > will be a miracle 
if there is not some outburst on one side 
of congress or the other within a very 
short time at most. 

The men who are acting for Spain in 
this matter are, as they have from the first 
been, few in number, but they seem to be 
all powerful in controlling the action of 
the government. Chief of these is, of 
course, the president, who, ,in the face of 
the declarations of the platform on which 
he was elected, has followed directly in the 
footsteps of his predecessor and has thrown 
the whole force and power of the govern- 
ment to the aid of Spain in the subjuga- 
tion of the Cubans. When McKinley took 
his seat as president the friends of Cuba 
believed that he would prove at least a 
great improvement over his predecessor. 
They argued that as he had had the brav- 
ery to win military title in actual warfare, 
he would at least see that fair play was 
done those fighting for their liberties in 
Cuba. How sadly they were mistaken is 
now a matter of history which no future ac- 
tion can change. 


Spain Has Powerful Friends. 


In addition to the president Spain has 
had other powerful friends in high places. 
There has been no better evidence of the 
power of a few men when properly placed 
to contfol important legislation than has 
been given by the manipulation of this 
Cuban question in gongress. At the senate 
end there has been Hale, chairman of the 
committee on naval! affairs and exerting a 
very strong influence over several] of the 
members of the committee on foreign rela- 
tions:- Ne “has beer *he direct represeita- 
tiv of Spain on the floor of the senate aid 
bas been most valiant in his champiouship 
of her interests. On the house side the 
great bulwark ‘has, of course, been Mr. 
Hale’s close friend and neighbor, the 
Speaker of the house, who is more nesriy 
the ‘‘whole thing’ today than he lias ever 
been before or than any other presiding 
officer has ever been in the history of the 
world. Reed as an autocrat is a reality. 
All that has been said of his control of 
the action of the house is true. With Ding- 
ley. from his own state, as the recognized 
leader on the floor of the house; with Bou- 
teile, another Maine man, at the head of 
the committee on naval affairs, and with 
Hitt, whom he can absglutely control, as 
chairman of the committee on foreign af- 
fairs, Reed’s control of; the Cuban question 
at the house end has been absolute. 

At the extra session of congress Hale 
held the belligerency resolution in the sen- 
ate just as long as he dared to. Then, re- 
ceiving Reed’s assurance that he would 
hold up action in the house, the senate was 
permitted to vote upon the resolution. 
Reed sent it to his committee on foreign 
relations, where it has been kept ever 
since. 

It will be recalled that at that time the 
feeling in the country was very intense. 
But by holding up the resolution by pre- 
venting action in the house and at the 
Same time pursuing a campaign of educa- 
tion the republican leaders were whipped 
into line, then the lesser republicans until 
they became meek as so many lambs; end 
through the influence of the newspapers 
| controlled directly or indirectly by .nem, 
the fever which then swept across the 
country died out.

Waiting for the Fever To Die Out. 


It is the evident purpose of the same

Th believe that by delay they can al- 
lay the excitement throughout the coun- 
try. While the investigating board is to 
be sent back to Havana for apparently no 
purpose on earth save creating the excuse 
for further delay, the administration or- 
gans are throwing out talk of a purpose 
at some time in the future to intervene 
in the interests of the Cubans. 

All the time every possible effort is be- 
ing made to induce the people of the coun- 
try to believe that the Main was wrecked 
by accident; or, if not, that our dear 
friends the Spaniards ought not to be held 
responsible. That is the whole meaning 
of the declaration made by Secretary Long 
which has created so much comment. Then 
newspapers which are close to the admin- 
istration are engaged in reproducing the 
stories of accidents that have happened in 
our own navy and in others. At the same 
time there has been much talk of a bold 
demand for indemnity, as if the adminis- 
tration had not been assured it could get a 
money indemnity for the asking. All of 
this is a part of the plan and purpose to 
hold congress in check and to prevent war 
at any cost. 

While the democratic members: of con- 
gress have deemed it best to refrain from 
agitating the question pending the decision 
of the board in Havana, they and many 
republicans will not allow themselves to 
be held in check much longer. I say many 
republicans. That is, many of them talk 
that way now. One of these gentlemen 
showed me a letter from a prominent party 
official in Ohio which says that should 
the administration endeavor to settle this 
little matter with Spain on a dollars and 
cents. basis there will be such a revolt 
among the people of Ohio that the repub- 
licans will not be able to carry a single

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BRITISH FLAG ON 
AMERICAN SOIL

Ready To Fight. 


AND TROUBLE IS ANTICIPATED 


Canadians Are Trying To Collect Duty 
on Summit Lake, U. S. Ground. 


BOUNDARY LINE CHANGED BY ADVANCE GUARD 


Late Arrivals from Alaska Assert, That 
English Claims of American Land 
Has Aroused Bad Temper. 


Seattle, Wash., March 3.—Five steamers 
arrived from Alaska today. The Queen 
brought the latest news, having left Ska- 
guay last Sunday. The most important 
news brought down was a confirmation of 
previous reports that a Canadian official 
has raised the British flag on what is re- 
garded as American soil, and trouble at 
Skaguay with longshoresmen who objected 
to Indians unloading freight from steam- 
ers, 

The presence of United States 
alene prevented serious trouble. 

It is feared serious trouble will grow 
out of the Canadian attempt to collect 
duty on the summits of White and Chilkoot 
passes and the Americans will resist the 
payment on what they consider American 
ground. Arother complication will result 
from the various tramways which are be- 
ing constructed to carry freight over the 
passes. The Officials of these tramways 
are said to have declared that any inter- 
ruption of their construction work or any 
attempt to exercise any right of ownership 
will be resisted: It is thought at Dyea and 
Skaguay that the movement of the Ameri- 
can authorities will be to claim sovereignty 
over those two places. 

Last summer the boundary line was at 
Lake Bennett, then at Lindermann, and 
now at the summit of the mountains, which 
is only about twenty miles from salt wa- 
ter. ‘ 

E. R. Knapp, of Boston, Mass., one of 
the arrivals, authorizes the statement that 
the Canadian authorities raised the British 
flag on the summit of White pass on Sat- 
urday, February 6th. 

This has heretofore been eonsidered 
American territory. Mr. Knapp’s authori- 
ty for the statement is the foreman or the 
Humbert Transportation Company. He re- 
ported the affair to Mr. Knapp, who 1s 
connected with the company, just before 
Mr. Knapp left Skaguay. 

Mr. Knapp reports that the deaths at 
Skaguay, Dyea and along the trail had 
been very much exaggerated. He had made 
personal examination and learned that 
since November there had been nineteen 
deaths at Skaguay and thirteen at Dyea. 
This ig not at all large, considering the 
population at these puaces, 

The report that two men from Dawson 
had perished on the White Plains with a 
large amount of gold dust on their persons 
is said by Mr. Knapp to have no founda- 
a 

The rivalry between the towns of Ska- 
guay and Dyea is cnaracterized by Mr. 
Knapp as being at white heat and this, 
he thinks, accounts for the many exag- 
gerated stories of death and hardship sent 
Out. Each town is doing everything it can 
to throw discredit on the other. 

Two days before the Queen left Skaguay 
a@ general thaw set in. The change in the 
weather had caused hundreds of people 
who had been detained by the severe cold 
to start over the trails from both Skaguay 
and Dyea, and when the steamer left a 
general exodus from both ttowns was tak- 
ing place. Both trails are reported in ex- 
cellent condition.

said tonight: 

“This is an old story revived. There is 
a Canadian customs post at Summit, but 
it is not in disputed territory. The British 
flag was not being raised and customs posts 
were not being established in disputed ter- 
ritory. There is nothing in the story.” 


WILL PHOTOGRAPH THE WRECK. 


Senator Proctor Given an Opportunity 
To See Suffering. 

Havana, via Key West, March 3.—A naval 
officer here today, in reply to a suggestion 
that it was a pity such an important deci- 
sion as the verdict of the court of inquiry 
into the Maine explosion should rest solely 
upon the testimony of divers, who seemed 
men of only average intelligence, replied: 

“The court of inquiry has not had to de- 
pend upon divers’ testimony alone.”’ 

Then reatizing that he had gsaid more 
than he intended, the officer resumed his 
habitual reserve. 

It is believed the testimony of Lieutenant 
Commander Wainwright was highly im- 
portant, as bearing on the question of the 
existence of submarine mines. 

The government has employed an-expert 
photographer now in Havana, who will 
send to the navy department in Washine- 
ton photographs of armor plates and differ- 
ent portions of the wreck immediately upon 
recovery from the water. 

-If the Spanish court of inquiry has a 
definite plan of action, which seems doubt- 
ful, it has not been made public. 

At a meeting of volunteers yesterday, 
called to protest against the rumored pro- 
posal to disarm them, @ letter was read 
from General Parrado, General Blanco’s 
secona in command, saying ‘“‘no government 
in Spain would dare propose any such 
thing.”” This has greatly gratified the vol- 
unteers. 

Senator Proctor has seen much in a 
short time and there is good authority for 
saying he will make the results of his ob- 
servations known in a strong speech in the 
senate on his return to Washington. At 
Matanzas, Miss Barton and Senator Prac- 
tor saw extremes of suffering they never 
had conceived possible.

Spanish Press Declares Geverament Is 
Wasting Time. 


ARE ANXIOUS FOR TROUBLE 


Imparcial Advises Sagasta That Amer- 
ica Is Determined To Fight. 


SAYS SOME PRETEXT WILL BE FOUND 


Dupuy DeLome Incident Serves Edi- 


tors with an Opportunity To Ex- 
press Their Opinions. 


Madrid, March 3.—A fierce indignation 
characterizes the Spanish’ papers that are 
not supporters of the government at its 
alleged weakness in replying in gentle terms 
to the American demand for explanations 


about the Dupuy DeLome letter. 

The Imparcial says: “It is the height of 
weakness to suppose we #fFe going to dis- 
arm the yankees by means of patience. 
From them we shall gain nothing by it, 
and on the other hand, we shall lose the 
esteem for the dignity and bravery of Spain 
obtained *from the other nations. Para- 
phrasing the never-to-be-forgotten Spartan 
words of Mendez Nunez at Callan, ‘Suffi- 
cient to say Spain loves honor more with- 
out Cuba than Cuba without honor.’ We 
have sacrificed our youth, we have sacri- 
ficed our millions; must we also sacrifice 
our national honor? Not the great Antilla, 
not a hundred Antilles would be worth so 
great a sacrifice.” 

The Imparcial then proceeds to argue 
that all Spain’s concessions would be use- 
less if America seeks to break off friendly 
relations, adding: 

“If a pretext is sought, it will be found; 
for instance, a hostile demonstration 
against the Spanish warship visiting Amer- 
ican ports or a demand for a pension for 
the widow of the dentist Ruiz. 

‘In Europe,” the article continues, ‘‘ev- 
ery one has already perceived this. The 
universal conscience is with us and it is 
really a shameful fact that the action of 
the United States rouses more indignation 
in foreign minds than in some Spanish. 
We believe we can interpret better the 
spirit of the Spanish people, and we ener- 
getically protest against what has been 
done in order that outside Spain it may be 
known that her rulers do not reflect the 
feelings of the Spanish people in such acts 
as the explanation to McKinley, and also 
that this nation of brave men has not be- 
come a flock of lambs.” 

The Correo Espana, after recapitulating 
all the injustices that Spain has suffered 
at the hands of the United States, says: 

‘The last affair—that of Dupuy DeLome— 
has given the measure of our decay and 
sufferings. Any other government than that 
we endure—ancient mummies and she-men 
—when drawing up the note in yesterday's 
council in reply to inadmissible, uncalled 
for and ruffiianly demands of the presi@ent 
of the republic of the Unite@ States, would 
have accompanied it with Mr. Woodford's 
passports. It is clear that neither conces- 
sions nor the humiliations of the Spanish 
government change in the slightest degree 
the plan drawn up by the American gov- 
ernment and people. They want war and 
war will come.” 5 

The Pais is not 80 mipderate, for it de- 
clares that war {fs alreacy. raging (esta ya 
declarada), saying: 

“The North Americans have not the sol- 
ders, their ships, in Cuba, but among tne 
insurgents they have what is better—they 
have their money turned into ammunition, 
guns, cannon and dynamite. 

“Why, aSks the Pais, “should an official 
declaration be made, when war already ex- 
istS, and existS under the most favorable 
terms for the United States? 

“An Official declaration might alarm the 
European powers, who would not tolerate 
McKinley placing his hana@ on the Antilles. 

“Instead of exposing their soldiers on 
their own soil, they send them in the guise 
of insurgents to Cuba. To avoid a catas- 
trophe to their warships, they send men 
and ammunition to the insurgents in mer- 
chant vessels. American politicians would 
indeed be most foolish if they abandoned 
by a deciaration of war the favorable posi- 
tion they have taken up in Cuba against 
Spain. 

‘“‘No,’’ the paper continues, 
hope for a declaration of war. Cautious or 
bold, humble or active, our government 
need not fear that Washington will declare 
war. It is already declared. Already it has 
caused havoc in Spain, and in the United 
States they. laugh at the idea that they are 
capable of the folly of declaring war 
against us, a war already aflame througn 
them—a warfare by them—a warfare in 
which thev run none of the risks and have 
all the advantages that would accrue from 
an open war between the two countries.”

WORSE THAN ARMENIA, HE SAYS 


American Returning from Cuba Dis- 
cusses Situation on the Island. 
New York, March 3.—W. W. Howard, of 
this city, returned from Cuba on the 

steamer Vigilancia. 

“T was in Armenia with Clara Barton,” 
said Mr. Howard, ‘but nowhere in Ar- 
menia did I see such suffering and fam- 
ine as I have witnessed in Cuba among the 
pacificos and reconcentrados,. Men, women 
and chi dren are so emaciated trom priva- 
tion that their r’bs and bones almost come 
through their shriveled skins. If ever peo- 
ple needed relief it is those wretched con- 
centrados. 

“The insurgents are well dressed, well 
armed, well horsed and well groomed—in- 
deed, they are sleek and live easy lives. 
Cuba has been laid waste. Ouiside the 
towns one rarely sees a building, for the 
reason that all buildings in the country 
have been razed or burned. Grass and 
weeds are growing where only the highest 
cultivation existed.” 

M>. Howard said he was on the wharf at 
Havana when the Maine DdDlew up. He 
heard two explosions, a dull one followed 
by a louder one, which shook the ground 
and nearly stunned hm.

NINE LIVES LOST 
WITH A SCHOONER

Boat Is Capsized at Sea and All but 
Four Men Perish. 
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WOMEN AND CHILDREN DROWN 


Captain Collier’s Speedwell Carries His 
Three Babes to a Watery Grave. 


ONE ENTIRE FAMILY IS WIPED OUT 


Survivors Were Picked Up by Passing 
Boat as They Were About To Give 
Up the Battle for Life. 


Key West, Fla., March 3.—The schooner 
Speedwell, Captain Collier, from Marco, 
Fla., for Key West, was struck by a squall 
today while off Marquesas, eighteen miles 
from here, and capsized. 

Nine persons were drowned, out of thir- 
teen, all told, on board. 

Among the victims were the three chil- 
dren of Captain Collier, George, Tom and 
Wilbur, aged, respectively, five, six and 
eight years, and the entire Nichols family, 
Bradley Nichols and his wife, their son 
and the latter’s wife and two grandchil- 
dren. The family was from Bridgeport, 
Conn, 

Those saved. are: 

Captain Collier, Samuel Cats, 
Green, deck hands, and R. W. 
Myers, Fla., a passenger. 

The Nichols family is said to have been 
well-to-do. <All had been staying for a 
month or two at a small hotel kept by Cap- 
tain Collier at Marco, and they were on 
their way home. 

The survivors say the Speedwell, which 
is a small vessel of about twenty-five tons, 
was making slow headway this morning 
against a head wind. About 7 o'clock Cap- 
tain Collier was at the wheel and _ the 
Nichols family and the Collier children were 
in the cabin asleep. Suddenly a squall 
came up and the boat was turned over. 

Collier, the deck hands and Mr. Bates 
were swept into the sea, but caught to the 
rigging in time to save themselves. The 
men lashed themselves to the rigging. Af- 
ter being there for twenty-four hours the 
sea subsided. Then they got the dingy 
loose, bailed her out with a hat and with 
the four oars rowed to Marquesas. After 
going three miles the shipwrecks were 
picked up exhausted by a fishing sloop and 
brought here this evening. 

Samuel Cats, one of the survivors, who

SENATOR M’LAURIN MAKES A STATEMENT 


South Carolina Senator Declares State 
Authorities Are Working Hard 
To Trace the Criminals. 


Washington, March 2.—During almost the 
entire session today the senate had under 
consideration the Alaskan homestead and 
railway right of way bill. 

One of the features of the discussion was 
& speech delivered by Mr. Vest, of Mis- 
souri, in which he ridiculed the idea of 
homesteading any part of Alaska or con- 
structing railroads in that district. His 
motion to eliminate the homestead feature 
of the bill by striking out the first sec- 
tion was defeated. 

A resolution providing for an investigae 
tion into the murder of the postmaster at 
Lake City, S. C., and hig family and the 
burning of his home was laid before the 
senate. 

Mr. Lodge, of Massachusetts, sent to the 
clerk’s desk to have read a communication 
from Wiliiam Henry Ferris, of the Har- 
vard divinity school, giving the proceedings 
of a mass meeting of colored citizens of 
Boston held on February 28th to express 
abhcerence of the action of the South 
Carolina mob. 


Lodge Charged with Political Uses. 
Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, charged Mr. 
Lodge with introducing politics into the 
discussion of the resolution and thought 
the communication ought not to be read 


however, and then Mr. Lodge said that 
there was no question of politics in the 
communication so far as he was aware, 
The act referred to, he said, met with the 
reprobation of men of all parties and he 
would not in any way introduce politics 
into it. 

Mr. McLaurin, of South Carolina, said he 
had hoped the resolution would go to the 
committee without debate. The state au- 
thorities were active in their investigation 
of the crime, he gaid, and he was assured 
that every effort was being made to bring 
the perpetrators of the outrage to jus- 
tice. He then had read a clipping from 
The Columbia, 8S. C., State, to show that 
the people of South Carolina were not 
only not in sympathy with those who 
committed the crime, but keenly reprobat- 
ed it. 

Federal Property Destroyed. 

Mr. Hawley, of Connecticut. - said the 
crime was clearly brought within federal 
jurisdiction by the fact that it was a fed- 
eral official who had been murdered and 
government property that had been de- 
stroyed. He expressed the opinion that the 
authorities ought to maintain a 
close watch upon the proceedings. 

The resolution was then referred to the 
committee on contingent expenses. 

The motion of Mr. Hoar, of Massachu- 
setts, to nonconcur in the house amend- 
ment to the bankruptcy bill was laid be- 
fore the senate and Mr. Stewart, of Ne-

The two men. were bosom friends and 
had been talking in a jocular way only a 
few moments before the shooting. There 
is so far no evidence to show that any 
report of insult or disrespect offered by 
Trimmier could have reached Bivings be- 
tween the time the two men were together 
and the time of the shooting. 

The testimony of two eye-witnesses goes 
to prove that Trimmier was in ignorance 
of the cause of the shooting. 

Mrs. Bivings has: dented all knowledge 
of insult, though it is alleged that she made 
a statement soon after the shooting which 
bore out the idea that this was the cause 
of the tragedy. A statement by the wife 
of the prisoner, given in the presence of 
his attorney, is to the effect that the man 
was suffering from mental aberration. 

Friends of the dead man intimate that 
when the evidence is all in it wiil show 
that Bivings had a motive in killing Trim- 
mier, though as yet thee is not the slightesc 
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MR. T. J. TRIMMIER, Who Was Kinled. 
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intimation to what that is. Since the 
plea of satisfaction for a supposed insult 
goes to pieces, the general opinion is that 
the killing was the work of a madman. 
This would be materially changed if it 
should turn out that there was bad blood 
existing between the men. 

The coroner’s jury returned a verdict 
that tne killing was “willful and felonious.” 
Physicians are constantly attending the 
prisoner in his ceil an@ his talk immediate- 
ly after and before the killing was in- 
coherent and unintelligible. Besides the 
supposed wrongs done him on account of 
his wife, he imagines that he has discov- 
ered a new telephone which can be oper- 
ated without instruments or wires by plac- 
ing the hand over the heart.

Defendant’s Attorney Attempts To 
Have Papers Ruled Out. 


COLONEL BARR REFUSES THE REQUEST 


-_---— 


The Day Was Given Up to Examina- 
tion of Carvalho, Who Claims Fa- 
miliarity with Handwritings. 


New York, March 3.—David N. Carvalho, 
the expert in handwriting, w2s recalled to 
the witness giand at the opening of the 
two days’ session of the courtmartial 
which is trying the charges 2ga:nst Cap- 
tain O. M. Carter. 

Judge Advocate S3arr handed the wit- 
ness a check for $20,577, payab‘te to Ansoi 
M. Bangs, on account of work done on 
Cumberland Sound in 1895. The check was 
indorsed by “Anson M. Bangs,”” and the 
judge advocate ask=d Mr. Carvalho by 
whom he thought the check was given. 

“By B. D. Gyeenc,’’ was the prompt re- 
eponse. 

Mr. Blair, for the defense, asked ths 
judge advocate if he intended to claim that 
this check ever came back to Captain Car- 
ter or that the captain knew of these im- 
proper indorsements. If it was his inten- 
tion: to make such a cleim, Mr. Blair said 
he wouli object to ihe introduction of the 
check. 

Colonel Barr said Colone! Greene's name 
was so connected with the case that the 
check and the forgery were entirely com- 
petent evidence. : 

Mr. Blair said there was aS yet no @Vi- 
det.ce of any forgery in the case. It 
would be shown later on, he said, that B. 
D. Greene had the authority to sign the 
name of Anson M. Bangs. 

“It is evident.’’ Colonel Barr said, “‘if 
Captain Greene had such authority, he dis- 
guised jt most admirably. There is no 
such authority in the treasury department. 
This check was thrown out of the treas- 
ury. It relates to the Bangs contract of 
1894 and it has been shown that there was 
no correspondence with Bangs about the 
contract. The forgeries were also in refer- 
ence to the same matter.”’ 

Mr. Blair submitted that there was no 
evidence of any forgery as yet before the 
court and that the statement of the judge 
advocate was entirely gratuitous. The 
court knew, he said, that the accused never 
saw that check after it had passed. from 
his hands, 

The court retired, and after a few min- 
utes deliberation refused to gustain the 
objection of the defense. The check was 
then introduced as an exhibit in evi- 
dence. 

Colonel Barr next called the attention of 
the expert to a check drawn by Captain 
Carter on the assistant treasurer in this 
city for $21,287.65 to the order of Anson AL 
Bangs. Among the indorsements on this 
check the expert fownd forged names, writ- 
ten, in his opinion, B. D, Greene. 

A second check upon the sub-ireasury 
by Captain Carter to Anson M. Bangs, 
dated April 5, 18%, and for the sum of 
$29,659.82, was next submitted to the ex- 
pert, who testified. that among the indorsers 
‘the name of W. T. Gaynor was written by 
B. Db. Greene. A third check for $1,(0, 
drawn by Captain Carter to the order of 
Anson M. Bangs, was submitted for the 
judgment of the expert, who stated that 
the indorsement of Anson M. Bangs was 
written by Michael A. Connolly, the clerk 
of Captain Carter. The witness found in 
this check a name stricken out and inked 
ovér, which, however, he had made legible 
enough to read Anson M. Bangs in the 
handwriting of Michael A. Connoliy. 

Checks payable to Anson M. Eangs in 
1895 as follows: No. 269,455 for $7,530, No. 
269,456 for $32,599.92 and No. 269,472 for $25,- 
991.16 were introduced. 

The witness said the entire ingorsement 
on the first check, ‘‘Pay to the order of 
John F. Gaynor, Anson M. Bangs, John 
Ik. Gaynor,” was in the handwriting of B. 
Db. Greene. 

On the second check the words, ‘Pay to 
the order of,” and the signature, ‘‘Anson 
M. Bangs,’ were written, Mr. Carvalho 
said, by Michae] A. Connolly. The signa- 
ture of Edward H. Gaynor was genuine, 
but the words beneath, ‘‘Treasurer Atlantic 
Contracting Company,’”’ were in the hand 
of Michael A. Connolly. 

The witness was then turned over to the 
defense. Mr. Blair conducted the cross-ex- 
amination.

TO PASS HOUSE

Griggs, of Georgia, Makes His Initial 
Address and Is Complimented. 


PARTY LINES BROKEN BADLY 


Republicans Combined with Democrats 
and Populists To Table Measure. 


CALIFORNIAN MAY BRING IT UP AGAIN 


Author of the Bill Refused To Accept 
Amendments and That Caused 
a Temporary Defeat. 


———— 


Washington, March 3.—(Special.)—Judge 
Griggs was prominent in today’s debate on 
the Loud bill, making a strong and able 
fight im the interest of the country news 
papers. It was Judge Griggs’s first ap- 
pearance im the active debates of the 
house and he sustained himself so maé- 
nificently as to call forth hearty congrat- 
ulations, not only from the democratic 
side. but from some of the leaders on the 
republican side. The question under con- 
sideration was not of a political nature. - 

Under the bill as drawn, the privilege 
accorded the publishers of legitimate news- 
papers of sending out sampte coptes of 
their papers at the same rate of postage 
as applies to papers sent their regular 
subscribers was taken away. As a mem- 
ber of the committee, Julge Griggs made 
a fight for the modification of this feature 
of the bill, Chairman Loud finally acceding 
a provision allowing publishers to send out 
samples to the extent of ten per cent of 
their circulation. 3 

Griggs Submits Amendment. 

Judge Griggs submitted today an amend- 
ment allowing one thousand sample copies 
with each issue and it was in support 
of this amendment that he made his debut 
as congressional debater. He declared 
that unless the amendment as adopted 
he would oppose the bill on final passage. 
He made a strong and able argument for 
justice to the legitimate newspapers, and 
carried his amendment. 

While on his feet he was subjected to 4 
running fire of interruptions from mem- 
bers on both sides of the chamber and 
it is no exaggeration to say that he sur- 
prised even his closest friends by his readi- 
ness and ability at repartee. As Bill How- 
ard put it when it Was over: 

“Im, old fellow, I’m proud of you. You 
reminded me of the boss man at a corn 
shuckng the way you laid out those fel- 
lows.”’ 

Georgia Is Congratulated. 

Judge Griggs was warmly congratulated. 
Congressman Walker, of Massachusetts, 
one of the oldest and most prominent re- 
publicans, said to the Georgian when ex- 
tending his congratulations: 

“While I’m against you politically, I am 
giad to know that the south has a young 
man here who is able to take the places on 
debate of the old democrats of the south 
with whom I served so long in congress.” 

The speech of the congressman from the 
second district fixes his status as one of 
the readiest debaters in the house and he 
is universally looked upon as one who will 
be a leader in the next congress. The bill 
has long been before the house. It seeks to 
eorrect alleged abuses in the second-class 
mail matter privilege. Last year it passed 
the house—1l44 to 1#4—but today was buried 
under an overwheiming majority by the 
house today. 

The vote. was not taken directly upon 
the bill, but on a motion to lay it on the 
table. By a vote of 162 to 119 the motion 
was carried. 

Forty-seven republicans joined with the 
democrats and populists in accomplishing 
this result and ten demoerats voted with 
the majority of the republicans. The re- 
fusal of Mr. Loud to permit a vote on an 
amendment at the last minute was re- 
sponsible in a measure for the result, but 
the strength of the measure undoubtedly 
waned throughout the three days’ debate.

pR. CALDWELL TELLS STORY 


Offensive to 


Smith Was Regarded as 
| the Ladies. 
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ue WAS WARNED TO GET OUT OF THE WAY 


Being a Little Slow, the Family Sup- 
plied Means of Expedition, When 
He Moved Swiftly Enough. 
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Augusta, Ga., March 3.—(Special.)—Dr. J, 
Ww. Caldwell, of Lincolnton, a party to the 
horsewhipping of L. K. Smith, of Wash- 
ington, seeing the published accounts of 
the affair, drove to Augusta in his buggy 
to make a statement of his side of the 
story. 

Dr. Caldwell says he regrets the necessity, 
but as the other side has been published, 
he feels that it is necessary, “in justice 
to the family of the lady in question, in 
defense of the virtue of the women of the 
community, and to show to the public 
that they were acting as men should act 
under the circumstances that brought 
about the chastisement of Smith, 

“In the first place,’’ says Dr. Caldwell, 


“Smith is a man who boasts of his suc-, 


cesses among the fair sex, and this is not 

the first difficulty he has been involved in 

through making ungentlemanly statements 
about ladies. Smith was warned not to 
pay attention to the lady time and again. 

Different responsible members of the lady's 

family spoke to him. One of them went 
so far as to tell Smith that they would 
eonsider it an insult if he entered their 
doors again. 

“This was on account of his reputation,” 
says Dr. Caldwell, “‘and tthe family did not 
care to have him a@ guest under any cir- 
cumstances, byt Smith insisted on seeing 
the lady, and paid not the slightest atten- 
tion to the requests of her mother and 
daughter, who felt that on account of a 
mental etrain upon her mimi she was 
in no~“eondition to act for herself in the 
matter.’ 

The Lady Weak-Minded. 

As supporting a statement regarding the 
lady’s mental conditiun, Dr. Caldwell pre- 
sented a certificate signed by four promi- 
nent ladies of Lincolnton, all of whom 
testify that they have been closely asgo- 
ciated with her and lately realized that a 
great change had come over her. 

“Mr. Smith,” Dr. Caldwell says, “‘‘was in 
Lincolnton on Wednesday, February 23d, 
and was coon by myself, Mr. Cole- 
man Groves and Mr, Cooksey Groves. I 
went with them to ask Mr. Smith about 
some charges he had made against me. 
They had some harsh words and Mr. Cole- 
man Groves told Mr. Smith that it would 
be best for him to leave Lincolnton at 
once.”’ 

Was Not in a Hurry. 

This was about 4 o’clock and Smith went 
into the store of Mr. Reid Nash. They 
saw him no more in the afternoon. About 
6:39 o'clock they heard that Smith was 
at Mr. Nash's house and expected to spend 
the night there. “Coleman Groves and I 
pot in the buggy,” said Dr. Caldwell, ‘‘drove 
to the house and asked for Mr. Nash. We 
told Mr. Nash that we thought the best 
thing to do was to tell Smith that he 
should leave Lincolnton at once. Mr. Nash 
said that he would tell him. We went 
away. The statement that we said we 
would turn over Nash's house if Smith 
didn’t leave is an absolute falsehood. We 
were in the street near Mr. A. 8S. Wil- 
lingham’s house when Smith came our way. 

But Did Hurry Up Later. 

“He saw us and turnedtogo another @l- 
rection, whipping up his horses. Then we 
followed after him and his friend, Mr. T. 
B. Sale. After driving about a quarter of 
a mile we caught up with him. Mr. Sale, 
when we overtook the party, jumped out 
and deserted Smith, but Mr. Smith drove 
on, whipping up hjs horses. I fired a pistol 
in the air and Smith drove on faster. We 
did not know at first whether to follow, 
but in a moment decided to do so, for wé 
felt that if such steps were nat taken 
Smith would return to Lincolnton and at- 
tempt to get notes tto, or in some way com- 
municate with the lady. Owing to: the 
remarks Smith had made, the ladies of the 
town were so enraged that they said they 
would take him and horsewhip him them- 
selves if the men did not. We overtook 
Smith and I got down from my buggy. 
1 walked around to his and he asked us 
‘f we were going to damage any of his 
“reperty. I told him no. In the meantime 
he was sitting in the buggy armed. He 
asked again what we were doing to do and 
1 told him we were going to give him a 
Whipping for his remarks and his con- 
duct. The statement that we drew pistols 
on him is false. . 

Forty Lashes Well Laid On. 

“When Smith was asked to get down and 
remove his overcoat and other coat he did 
£0 without resistance. We then tied his 
hands with a line and took the whip from 
his buggy. 1 did the whipping, striking 
him about forty licks. The whip broke 
across the wheel and we paid Aim 

for it afterwards. W hile being 
Whipped, Smith said to Coleman Groves 
that he had acted wrong and wanted to 
acknowledge it. We told him that we 
were that we had to do this, but 
that it would prove a benefit to him. After 
he was whipped he said that it would teach 
him a lesson and that he felt benefited 
from it. When we had hitched up our 
to go back to Lincolnton, Smith 
asked Coleman Groves to get in his buggy. 
Coleman Groves rede back with him. Il 
that Smith stated to T. B. Sale 
and A. S. Willingham that we treated 
him like gentlemen.” 

The Lady Herself May Speak.

THE LONG AND SHORT HAULS. 


Some Old Point Involved in a Noted 
Case Now Before Judge Speer. 

Savannah, Ga., March 3.—(Special.)—The 
first case taken up in the United States 
circuit court today was tne interstate com- 
merce commission vs. the Ocean Steamship 
Company, the Central Railroad and Bank- 
ing Company, the Georgia Pacitic and the 
Richmond and Danville Kailroad Company, 
as lessees of the Central of Georgia, H. M. 
Comer, receiver, and F. W. Huidekoper and 
Reuben lI oster, rece:vers. ‘The title of the 
case indicates its age, the nomenclature of 
the railroads having changed considerably 
Since the case was entered on the docket 
in 1891. The interstate commerce commis- 
sion is endeavoring, througn the United 
States court, to enrorce ovedience of an 
order issued by the commission when the 
Central railroad was first placed in the 
hands of a receiver. It is the old story or 
the long and short haui clause and the less 
charge for the longer haul to which the 
commission most seriously objects. Tne 
complaint was made by Cuthbert, Butter 
and other towns in south Georgia, which 
complained that the lines named were haul- 
ing treight from the east to Columbus and 
Georgetown, Ga., at less rates than was 
given those towns, notwithstanding that 
the distance was in their favor. ‘T'ne case 
first came before the Georgia railroad com- 
mission, which referred it to the interstate 
commerce commission, before whom it was 
heard in Atlanta March 24, 1892. The com- 
mission decided that the interstate com- 
merce law had been violated and ordered 
the companies to desist charging a great- 
er compensation to the points of less dis- 
tance than those of greater distances. This 
order has been entirely ignored by the rail- 
road companies. The commission being 
without authority to enforce its own orders, 
seeks to do so through the United States 
Argument was begun before Judge 
Speer this morning, L. A. Shaver, of Wash- 
ington, representing the commission and 
Judge Ed Baxter, of Nashville, the railway 
companies. Mr. Shaver and Judge Baxter 
both argued the case at length from their 
respective standpoints. Argument will be 
resumed today.

Commissioner Fountain Makes a Grat- 
ifying Report to the Grand Jury. 

Hawkinsville, Ga., March 3.—(Snecial.)—

twenty-five colored scnoo!s in the county. 
Your county board of education has re- 
fused to allow schools in churches and I 
therefore ask that you recommend that 
$300 be appropriated to assist in building 
schoolhouses in needy neighborhoods 
wherever the peopie will give an equal 
amount with the board of education.

After out- 
lining’ to the jurymen their duties. and 
citing them to the laws bearing

business to come before them Judge Speer 
said: 

Each Man Has His Place. 

“‘Gentlemen—It is well for us to be re- 
minded now and then of the first prin- 
ciptes of government. Iuijs well forustore- , 
flect that each of us his his appointed 
place and his‘appointed duty to perform. 
We must all continue toiling upward to- 
ward that perfectibility which it is, per- 
haps, the purpose of divine providence we 
should some day attain. Each man must 
do his whole duty. It is that when 
the fleets of England and allied Spain and 
France were approaching each other on 
the waters off the coast of Spain, near 
Cape Trafalgar, when the mighty fleets 
were bearing down with all the thunderons 
possibilities they contained, as some poet 
has said, “As still as the breeze, as awful 
as the storm,’ there fluttered from the 
flagship of Nelson, the admiral in com-. 
mand, flags which signified to the signal 
officers on every one of those splendid 
ships these simple words: ‘England ex- 
pects every man to do his duty.’ 

‘And it thrilled that vast mass of fighting 
men in that wonderful array, from the 
commanding offceer on. each ship to the 
iumblest power monkey who brought thea 
cartridges from the magazines to the dead- 
Ty guns. All were imbued with the one 
sense that on each was a responsible duty, 
however humble capacity, each feit 
that Mnglaund expected him to do his duty.

The statement attributed to President 
McKinley concerning the probability of 
war involves a question of etiquette of 
some importance, as well as a question 
in regard to the actual control of the 
government of the United States, which 
is of the greatest importance. 

The president is credited with stating 
to a close friend: 

“You may rest assured there will not be 
war with my consent, except for a cause 
which will satisfy good men here, the na- 
tions of Europe and Almighty God.” 

The question arises whether it is the- 
ologically polite or proper to lug in the 
name of the Almighty at the tail-end of 
this procession. It strikes us that om- 
nipotence should have the first and not 
the last consideration. Moreover, how 
will Mr. McKinley know when a cause 
for war is satisfactory to the Almighty? 
It seems to us that in matters of this 
kind, we shall have to move in the dark, 
as this republic and other nations have 
done before. j 

Mr. McKinley is ‘president, he is 
amiable, and he is said to be pious, but 
with all these honors and all these at- 
tributes he has no advantage over the 
humblest and most ignorant human be- 
ing in the world when it comes to know- 
ing whether the ‘Almighty is satisfied 
that a war is just. According to Moses 
and the prophets, Jehovah brought on 
wars, but in those days, he was almost 
face to face with His chosen people. He 
spoke to them from the clouds and from 
the flames. 

But that was before the great Sacri- 
fice: that was under the old dispensation. 
In the person of His Son, Jehovah be- 
comes the Prince of Peace. If Mr. Me- 
Kinley is listening for a message from 
the clouds, we think he will wait in 
vain. He could spend his time more 
profitably in making maxims for the 
congressional campaign. ‘The business 
and industrial depression that has gone 
hand in hand with his administration 
affords him a wide field for the display 
of his talents in this respect. He can 
at least open a maxim mill. 

But the president’s suggestion that 
the nations of Europe must be satisficd 
before he can consent to a war brings 
us face to face with a question of the 
most profound interest and importance. 
It is really ,trve that the nations of Eu- 
rope by means of their financial agents 
in this ¢ountry, are in such absolute 
control of the administration that their 
wishes and desires are superior to the 
will of the American people. We know | 
very well that another four years of re- 
publican administration under the gold 
standard will bring us to that pass: but 
have we already reached it? 

If not. why should Mr. MeKinley give 
utterance to such a shameful statement? 
Do the European nations, singly or col- 
lectively, ask or even wait for the ap- 
proval of the United States before engag- 
ing in war? Do they feel the pulse of. 
the United States before undertaking | 
expeditions that threaten to lead to war? ! 
We have never heard of any intention | 
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on their part to make their movements. 
either in war or peace, dependent on 
the consent or approval of the United 
States. The very idea of such a thing 
is the essence of imbecility. Every in- 
telligent person knows that the nations 
of Eurepe attend to their own affairs. 
They have their “alliances,” their kings’

A very beautiful incident was the par- 
ticipation in the reunion of Mrs. Helen 
Plane, president of the Daughters of the 
Confederacy. This noble woman, whose 
life of devotion to a cause held sacred, 
and to memories too tender to be 
touched upon here, presented a bunch of 
flowers to General Mack, and accom- 
panied them with remarks which, though 
brief. were eloquent and appropriate. 

Another evidence that the war is over, 
and that the people of all sections have 
been drawn closer together by the pos- 
sibility of a conflict with a foreign pow- 
er. is found in the fact that Charles- 
ton has extended an invitation to Gener- 
al Gobin, eccemmander-in-chief of the 
Grand Army. It has been gaid that 
there are people still living in Charles- 
ton who refuse to believe that Lee has 
surrendered. The exaggeration is based, 
of course, on the tenacity with which the 
sentiments of the war period have been 
retained, 

The invitation to General Gobin shows 
that there is no longer a disposition in 
that quarter to live in the past, or to 
mistake prejudices for realities. 

Plutocratic Humor. 

The money worshipers do not fly very 
high in the moral atmosphere. They 
do not need wings at all. They roost 
altogether on the ground. 

Take, for instance, 
against war with Spain. We find it to 
our hand in The New York Evening 
Post, under the heading of “Credit.” We 
find that war would hurt credit, and 
to hurt credit is an infinitely grosser 
crime than the butchery and starvation 
of men, women and children that have 
been going on in Cuba for two or three 
vears. 

Credit, we are informed, is the belief 
on the part of various people that cer- 
tain sums of money will be paid to some- 
body at a certain time. To destroy this 
belief is to uproot the foundations of all 
belief and to fetch down the sparkling 
firmament in ruins. 

We are told that credit has now be- 
come a form of property, and that it is 
of recent growth, dating no farther back 
than the present century. It is this 
sort of nonsense that is offered to 
conservative and respectable minds as a 
reason why there should be no interfer- 
ence for Cuba. It would disturb ‘‘busi- 
ness;”’ it would create “panic.” -. Well, 
we are very sorry for the money wor- 
shipers if they cannot offer better rea- 
sons for perpetual peace., 

Christian men are opposed to war, not 
because it disturbs business, but because 
it destroys life and brings about all those 
intolerable conditions that wait on war. 
Credit was established when, in the 
first transactions among men one of 
them forgot his calamus root currency 
and journeyed back home to fetch it, 
carrying meanwhile the article for the 
possession of which he was willing to 
part with his calamus root currency, 
Credit began with confidence, and the 
people a thousand or two years ago had 
a great deal more confidence in one an- 
other than exists in Wall street today. 

If Editor Godkin can give no better 
reason for peace than the preservation 
of credit, we advise him to buckle on 
his armor and go to war at once, or at- 
tend the meetings of the Salvation 
Army. In either event he will learn 
why peace is to be preferred to war.

In other words, it was given 
Out that northern courts would teach 
Some instructive lessons to southern 
courts in the way of dealing with lynch- 
ers. Well enough; but what has be- 
come of these lessons? veral of the 
parties supposed to be in the 
lynching on what seemed to be conclu- 
Sive proof were taken in hand by the 
authorities.

When the state 
had carefully prepared its case this de- 
fendant was put upon trial and the most

state himself conducted the investiga- 
tion and numerous witnesses were in- 
troduced, but without effect. The pre- 
siding justice had no alternative under 
the evidence but to dismiss the case; and 
this means, of course, that the charges 
against the other parties are equally 
without proof. In delivering his opin- 
ion in the case, the Indiana justice made 
use of this strong language: 

I have been In the late war, saw men 
wounded, bleed and fall dead upon the bat- 
tle field. but this ts the hardest task that. 
has ever befallen me. It is known here 
that before this trial opened I had and aid 
denounce mob law, and I say now, as I 
said then. that every man that was in that 
mob or conspired to have those men hang- 
ed are murderers, and should be punished 
as such to the fullest extent of the law. 
This mob put out the lives of five robbers 
and hardened criminals, but by so doing 
two hundred men, More or 1€ss, become 
murderers. I care not whether it was my 
old friend Hughes, who sits by my Side, or 
who. I denounce every one as murderers 
of the first degree. I only say this to show 
the position where I stand. It was not my 
wish to try this cage, but the attorney 
general came and put the case in my 
hands, and the duty was involved upon me. 
I prayed over this thing and took counsel 
with no man until I left here last night, 
as the attorneys informed me I had the 
right to do. I have weighed the question 
carefully. After weighing the evidence and 
considering the law, as I understand it, I 
have to acquit Mr, Hughes of the charges 
against him. 

What does this decision teach? In 
brief, it teaches that if the courts of this 
section fall short of their duty in fail- 
ing to visit severe punishment upon 
lynchers, the fault is one which is 
shared by the courts of Indiana and 
other northern states. So let our crit- 
ics bear this fact in mind; and when 
they are tempted to point the finger of 
reproach at our southern courts for 
failing to punish individuals charged 
with the lynching of depraved negro 
fiends, let them be prudently restrained 
by the failure of the Indiana courts to 
punish the ringleaders in the Versailles 
mob charged with lynching white men 
whose only offense was robbery. 
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Secretary of State Clifton. 

The announcement of the appointment 
of Hon. William C. Clifton as secretary 
of state will be received with pleasure 
by his friends throughout Georgia.

Among the numerous testimonials 
filed in favor of Mr. Clifton was a strong 
indorsement from leading ministers of 
south Georgia—a fact which is men- 
tioned here not as indicating that the 
distinguished recipient of this favor 
needed ecclesiastical indorsement, but 
Simply as suggestive of the widespread 
enthusiaism aroused by his candidacy. 

Mr. Clifton announces that he will 
not be a candidate to succeed himself; 
hence his appointment will not interfere 
with the contest now going on between 
two well known aspirants, as the result 
of the resignation of Colonel Candler, 
who will retire on the 3lst instant. The 
new appointee, Mr. Clifton, will take 
charge of the office on that day, and if 
reports from his senatorial district are 
true, there seems to be no doubt that he 
will represent his senatorial district in 
the next state senate, of which body he 
has been secretary for the past two legis- 
lative sessions,

ONE FOR, THE OTHER AGAINST 


Mr. Inman Says Statistics of Munici- 
pal League Prove He Is Correct. 


DECLARES THE CITY COULD SAVE GOOD SUM 


Mr. Atkinson Makes Denial and Puts 
Little Faith in the Report of 
Municipal League. 


UESDAY morning The Constitution 
published a report from the bureau 
of information of the League of Mu- 
nicipalities giving interesting figures con- 
cerning municipal ownership of an electric 
light plant. 

From the experience of towns and cities 
cited in this report municipal ownership 
pays. Mr. Hugh Inman, one of the princi- 
pal advocates of municipal ownership in 
Atlanta, read this report with much inter- 
est and claims it substantiates his argu- 
ment and estimates all along in reference 
to the erection and maintenace of a plant. 

Mr. H. M. Atkinson, president of the 
Georgia Electric Light Company, states a 
fair judgment of municipal ownership can- 
not be gained by this report, as ‘he eta- 
tistics are not complete, and that only 
small tows and villages are cited. He 
argues the question at length and attempts 
to prove that municipal ownership would 
not pay for a city the size of Atlanta. 

“IT have read the report of the League 
of Municipalities with great interest,” 
sald Mr. Inman yesterday, “and ] com- 
nend the firures to every business man in 
Atlanta who hes considered at all this 
important question of municipal owner- 
ship. 

“Wher I made my first estimate of the 
cost and maintenance of an up-to-date 
electric light plant I had no such report 
to be guided by. I was merely acting on 
my business judgment and data I had 
collected. These figures prove that my 
estimate was exceedingly conservative. | 
seid at first the plant would cost in the 
neighborhood of $300,000. I now believe it 
ean be built for $200,000 or $250,000. 

“IT belleve the city can save by munici- 
pal owrershiv fully 830,000 every year on 
the present system of lighting. Where the 
lights now cost us about $8 per annum 
they can, in my judgment, be reduced to 
$50. There is no reason on earth why the 
city of Atlanta could Lot save a jarge bum 
every year by municipal ownership. 

“It is certainly worth a trial at any 
rate. Some of the opponents of the plan 
jumped on Mr. George Wade because he 
Stated the plant could be built for $150,000. 
I am not prepared to state Mr. Wade's 
figures are correct, but I believe he is 
nearer to the truth than some seem to 
think. 

“Now, if municipal ownership will save 
the city money, then jit is the duty of the 
Officials to build a plant. There should 
be no unnecessary delays in the matter. 
It is merely a question of business—the 


most economical distribution of the peo- | 


ple’s money. Let the city council thor- 
oughly investigate the matter, and 1 am 
confident it will come to the conclusion 
without much trouble the investment. 
would more than pay for itself in a very 
few years by the amount of money saved 
by discentinuing the present contract.” 
The Other Side of the Case. 

When Mr. H. M. Atkinson was seen yes- 
terday he made the following statement: 

“I have read the figures with a great 
deal of interest, but do not think they make 
a very good showing for municipal owner- 
ship of street lighting plants. In the first 
place, the statistics are not compiete, one 
very important item being omitted: namely, 
the candle power of the lamps in each case. 

“Most of the municipal plants cited are 
in small villages and their statements as to 
cost to them of making their lights have 
been many times analyzed and wholly re- 
futed. From a recent careful investigation 
of these figures I am enabled to give the 
real cost of the lights in these various cit- 
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which, he says, ‘is the drop in the line.’ 

**Middleboro, ass.—A local paper says 
editorially: ‘Yet the lighting expériment, 
under the direction of the town. is con- 
fessedly a flat failure. It is horribly cost- 
ly, so costly, in fact, that it is impossible 
to figure out one of those rosy state- 
ments with which the advocates of mu- 
nicipal ownership are wont to regale the 
people.’ (The electric light plant is run by 
erater power, and pays nothing for the 
water.) 

“St Joseph, Mo.—The lamps here are 
costing the city $143.17 per lamp. It has 
been stated on good authority that a local 
company offered to furnish the lights in 
this city for $75 per lamp per annum, and 
guarantee first-class service. 

“The figures that ar 
running municipal 


of the cost of the lamps is charged to the 
waterworks or some other depariment. 
The figures published merely cover the act- 
ual money expended and charged to the 
lighting department. It is almost impos- 
sible to get an intelligible etatement from 
any city as to what its lights are costing. 
The Detrott reports are the only business- 
like and accurate ones that TI have seen. 
It is a great injustice to private companies 
for cities to publish and send out such 
figures as they do, and which are quoted 
in the builetin of municipalities published 
in The Constitution of February 2th.”

CASE 233. 
Moran v. city of Atlanta. Before Judge 

Lumpkin. Fulton superior court. 

Fish, J.—1l. A sale of spirituous liquors, 
although made upon the Sabbath day, is 
nevertheless a violation of a statute mak- 
ing penal the sale of such liquors without 
a license. 6 

2. A municipal! corporation cannot, in the 
absence of express legislative authority so 
to do, enact a valid ordinance for the pun- 
ishment of an act which constitutes an of- 
fense against a penal statute of this state. 
Such authority cannot be inferred from the 
“general welfare clause’ usually found in 
municipal charters. ~ 

3. A section in the charter of a city, de- 
claring that the mayor and general council 
thereof ‘‘shall have full power and authori- 
ty to regulate the retail of ardent spirits 
within the corporate limits of said city, 
and at their discretion to ‘issue license to 
retail or to withhold the same, and to fix 
the price to be paid for license at any sum

In the room were four beds, one in each 
comer and on one of the beds was an 
eMerly ‘man ‘weltering in blood, while 
astraddie of him was a middle-aged man 
beating him with a heavy stick of wood. 

So quickly had the officers rushed upon 
the scene that the would-be murderer was 
not aware of their approach in time to es- 

— cape. 

The man with ‘the cudgel of wood was 
dragged from the bed and every person in 
the apartment was placed under arrest. 

The story as developed would have done 
credit to one of Emil Gabprieau's terrible 
plots of Parisian crime. : 

No. 172% Decatur street is a boarding 
tnouse of the fourth class, where all sorts 
of people lodge ai night, including the veri- 
est tramp in his filth and rags. For 15 
cents the men and boys are*piled into one 
room until it is full, and then the piling 
begins in another room. The place has been 
complained of several times to the police. 

Last night six: men were placed in one 
room and among them was a blind beggar, 

ne-armed peddler, 
V. B. Bartlett. j 

When the police entered the room it was 
the one-armed peddier that was nearly 
murdered and his assailant was the blind 
hegger. The peddler claims that he was 
be'ng murdered and robbed and that the 
other men in the room were in the plot. 
He was badly hurt and the sheet on his 
bed Was dyed with blood which dAowed 
from wounds on the head and face. 

Two of the six lodgers had eseaped and 
only four arrests were made, James Mur- 

' ray and Joe Murphy. two tramps, being 
taken along with the blind beggar and one- 
armed pedéler. 

Mrs. Seymour, the proprietress of the 
boarding house, was still standing in the 
hall when’ the procession marched out and 
the first question she asked was: 

“Who is going to pay me for my room, 
which has been ‘ruint’ with the blood?’’

FOR PURE FOOD AND 


Delegates from Twenty-Four States Are 
Now in Session in Washington. 
Washington, March 3.—Reports of com- 

mittees occupied most of the time of the 

morning session of the pure food and drug 
ngress. 

“That on credentials submitted by Mat- 
thew Trimble showed an attendance of 155 
delegates, representing twenty-four states, 
and that-on the order of business submit- 
ted by Chairman Henry E. Alvord, recom- 
mended that after the reports of commit- 
tees were disposed of the congress taKe up 
for discussion the Brosius pure food bill. 

The list of officers recommended by the 
committee on permanent organization last 
night was agreed to, with the addition of 
Franklin Dye, of New Jersey, who was 
chosen secretary. The list a'so included a 
vice president for each of the twenty-four 
states represented in the meeting. 

Professor H. W. Wiley, the chemist of 
the agricultural department, spoke on 
adulteration of food products. He contend- 
ed that while a great many articles of food 
that were adulterated were not necessarily 
injurious; that on the other hand they were 
benetited: the law should require that all 
such products be properly labeled, so that 
the consumer would Know just what was 
being purchased. 

During the morning an invitation had 
been extended Secretary of Agriculture 
Wilson to address the congress and when 
the afternoon session assembled there was 
a ful) attendance. The secretary was in- 
troduced by the president and greeted with 
cheers. He spoke briefly, indorsing the ob- 
jects of the congress and expressing his 
appreciation of the need of adequate legis- 
lation along the lines on which it is labor- 
ing. 

At the conclusion of the secretary’s re- 
marks the discussion of the Brosius Dill 
was begun according to the agreement 
previously made. The debate consumed the 
remainder of the session. 

While the speakers generally indorsed the 
bill it‘was urged by the representatives of 
many industries that it needed amend- 
ment in some particulars and particularly 
so as to make the penalties for food adul- 
teration more severe.

Woll-Known Young Business Man Arrested 
for a “Peeping Tem.” 


HE DENIES THE CHARGE 


Police Say They Caught Him at a Win- 
dow in the Act. 


WHEN DISCOVERED HE RAN RAPIDLY AWAY 


Officers in Pursuit Fired Two Shots 
at the Young Fugitive—What 
Shelverton Says. 


AST night Wil Shelverton, a young 

man of respectable family, was ar- 

rested on a.charge of being a ‘peeping 
Tom. and before he was captured there 
was a most exciting chase, which was en- 
livened by two shots from a policeman’s 
pistol, 

The arrest of a young man of such 
respectability and on such a charge makes 
quite a sensational story in police circles. 

For more than three weeks the police 
have been trying to catch a young man 
who has been reported a number of times 
for peeping into the windows of ladies’ 
rooms on Paachtree street and several of 
the side streets crossing Peachtree. Four 
or five times these reports have come from 
the Alhambra hotel. ,

FOUND DEAD IN BED 


Died at Drug Store Yesterday Afternoon 
Between 2 and 6 O'Clock. 


WENT TO HIS ROOM FOR REST 


Left Instructions with Clerk To Be 
Aroused, but Was Found Dead. 


BURSTING OF ABSCESS CAUSED HIS DEATH 


Dr. Metcalf Was Well Known in At- 
lanta, Where He Lived for 
Many Years.

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* GEORGE Ww. METCALF was 
found dead in his bed yesterday after- 
noon at 6 o'clock. 

Early in the afternoon he went into the 
rear room of his drug Store, at the corner 
of Ellis and Peachtree streets, to take a 
nap, instructing the clerk to wake him at 
6 o’clock. 


When the clerk catled at the hour in- 
structed he found that Dr. 
dead. His death occurred 
hours of 2 and 6 o'clock. 

His death is attributed to an abscess 
on the ear, with which he had been trou- 
bled for several days. Dr. Bizzell, who 
was called immediately, said that the ab- 
scess had burst and instead of bursting 
externally it had burst internally and run in 
on the brain. Death was instantaneous. 
He died apparently when asleep and no 
signs of pain or a movement from an easy 
and restful position were evident. 

Dr. Metcalf suffered from the abscess 
about a week and had not been able to 
secure much rest during the night. It 
was his custom to go to his little room 
in the rear of the store in the afternoons 
and take what sleep he could. 

Yesterday he left the store about 1 o'clock 
and went to lunch. He returned about 
2 o’clock and leaving instructions to be 
awakened at 6 went to his room. The 
clerk went at that hour and found him 
dead. He summoned aid, but the physi- 
clans said he had been dead at least an 
hour. 

Dr. Metcalf was one of the most popu- 
lar young men in the city. He was about 
thirty-seven years of age and unmarried. 
Since his residence in Atlanta he has been 
in the drug business. He- was born in 
Danville. Ky., where he was reared and 
graduated from Centre college, in that 
State. Soon after graduation he came to 
Atlanta. He was with Dr. Schuman for a 
number of years and with Dr. Lawrence 
Bratton for ten or twelve years. 

About a fortnight ago he opened a drug 
Store of his own and while engaged in 
stocking his establishment contracted a 
cold which caused the abscess in his ear. 
He lived in the rear of the store. He leaves 
a father and mother and two sisters, Mrs. 
W. F. Plane and Mrs. C. D. Tuller. 

Dr. Metcalfe was a friend of every one 
and universally admired and loved. His 
charities and deeds of kindness, especially 
to the poor, were many. He often fur- 
nished poor people with medicine free and 
if possible would get medical aid fcv 
them. 

Coroner Stamps will probably hold an in- 
quest this morning. The funeral arrange- 
ments have not been made. 


DEATH OF CRANDALL POOLE.

An Old Resident of the County Passes 
Away—Il1l Threa Weeks—A Fful- 
ton County Official. 


Mr. Crandall L. Poole died yesterday af- 
ternoon about 5 o'clock at his country 
home, five and a half miles from the city. 

There is, perhaps, not a man in Fulton 
county better known tham was Mr. Poole 
and his death removes one of the land- 
marks of this section of the state. 

At the time of hls death he was assist- 
ant jailer for the county, which position 
he had held off and on for fifteem years or 
more. He was taken iil at the jail, where 
he roomed, about three weeks ago and 
left the jail for his home on February 1ith. 
It was not thought at first that his ill- 
ness was serious and his friends believed 
a few days of rest in the country would 
bring him arouwnd all right; but he contin- 
ued to grow weaker day after day uatil 
death came yesterday. His illness was 
due to the general breaking down of his 
constitution, which has been weak for sev- 
eral years past. 

His home was on the Hapeville road, 
nearly six miles from the city, and a mile 
and a half beyond the old waterworks. 
Here he had lived for many years and 
spent all his life when a boy. To his fel- 
low officials at the jail he said that he felt 
he was qu'"te ill and wished to go home. 
He was taken there in a carriage and 


driven for the last time over a road he 


had traveled hundreds of times. 

His father was a Thomas Poole, and his 
monther a Miss Wilson, a sister of Judge 
William Wilson, who was at one time 
sheriff of Fulton county. Three of his 
brothers are now residents of this eounty, 
Judge Adam Poole, Mr. William Poole and 
Mr. Thomas Poole. He has a number of 
other relatives who reside in the city. 

Mr. Poole never married. He was about 
fifty years of age. 

Mamy years ago he was appointed a jail- 
er for the county and held that position 
for ten or twelve years, when he quit public 
life and went to live at the old homestead. 
A year or two ago he was again appointed 
a jailer and he moved to the city.

The Mutual Life of Kentucky, Sun Life 
of Louisville and nine Louisville fire insur- 
ance companies have been cited to appear 
in the county court at Louisville to show 
cause why they should not be compelled 
to pay taxes on their personal property 
for the last five years. The amount of 
taxes due is placed at $75,000. None of the 


companies have ever been taxed. 


A bill has been introduced in the Mary- 
land legislature for the incorporation of 
the American Life Insurance Company of 
Maryland, with a capital of $100,000 and 
privilege to increase to $1,000,000. Another 
bill introduced provides that companies in- 
corporated by special acts must maintain 


their home offices in the state.

New York, March 3.—Senator Cantor has 
introduced a bill prohibiting foreign fire 
insurance companies from investing in the 


stock of other fire insurance companies. 


Madison, Wis., March 3.—The supreme 
court of Wisconsin has decided that the 
Travelers’ of Hartford must pay the state 
back fees amounting with interest to $35,- 
297. The matter has been in litigation 
several years, in different forms. Primarily 
the Trayelers’ obtained a license to do life 
business in Wisconsin, paying the regular 
fee. But the principal business of the com- 
pany is accident insurance, for which it 
procured no license, claiming that its 
license to do life business was sufficient. 
Former insurance commissioners have co- 
incided with this view, but when Commis- 
sioner Fricke took hold of the department 
Ne insisted that the Travelers’ must pry 
an accident ficense also if it did an acci- 


dent business, being sustained in this rulng 


by the opnion of Attorney General Mylrea. 


A suit in the*courts resulted. The com- 


pany got the first decision in the circuit 
court, but it was reversed in the supreme 
tribuna!, the batter holding that the com- 


pany must pay, in addition to the fees re" 
quired for transacting its life business, the 


fees due from accident companies. The su- 


preme court, however, did not decide the 
question whether the company was liable 


for back taxes for the years it had Jone 
accident Dueinesse without a license, and 


when the commissioner insisted on these 
being paid the company refused. The suit 


just decided was the outcome. Commis- 


sioner Fricke threatened to revoke the 
company’s license unless it paid up, and 
the company brought thie suit for injunc- 


tion to restrain him from such action. 


There are other big companies in the same 
‘boat as the Travelers’, and the total 


amount involved in the decision is about 


$144,000. Under the decision the commis- 
sioner is given authority not only to re- 
voke the company’s license should it refuse 
to pay, Dut wo coliect the amount due in 


any event.

I remembered that one before whom 
I stood had performed a nobie and generous 
act in caring for our beloved dead, and I 
unhesitatingly gaye him the token of peace 
and my hand.”’

“Another incident that touched mv heart 
and impressed upon me the nobility of act- 
jon characterizing the soldier at all times. 
was the part taken by Colonel Randail and 
Colonel Kellogg, of Fort McPherson, at 
the time of the exposition. When our or- 
ganization determined to have a confed- 
erate hall filled with relics ind historic 
matter dear to the south, we did not meet 
with the generous approval of all our peo- 
ple. Toward the time of the opening of 
the exposition we found our hall unfinish- 
ed and many valuable articles still not 
placed. Colonel Randall, whose company 
Was in camp just opposite our building, 
and who was much interested-in our ex- 
hibit, offered his services. Both he and his 
soldiers atly assisted us and handled our 
relics with as much reverence aS our own 
soldiers would have done. Then on the 
opening day of the confederate hall 
I could secure'neither of the bands then 
stationed in the grounds, and Colonel Kel- 
logg came forward and placed at my dis- 
posal his splendid band from the fort. Then 
I recall, too, that as I stepped down from 
the platform after making my address it 
Was an old union soldier who was the first 
to clasp my hand.’’ 


Though time softens all sorrows, no time 
Can obliterate from the hearts of the proud 
southern dames those sorrows that befell 
them in the times of the confederacy. 
Mrs. Plane is the type of southern woman 
With whom time and age have laid a 
softening hand, but probably her greatest 
happiness is in recalling the days of the 
past—those coming before the battle of 
Sharpsburg, 

Her husband, Captain William Plane, was 
a Charlestonian by birth and a prominent 
lawyer and at the time of the nomination 
of Abraham Lincoln he organized the first 
Cavalry company for the defense of the 
sOuthern states.

This he declined, but at the request 
of Mr. Davis, telegraphed for his brother- 
in-law, Mr. William Plane, of Charleston.

Plane left for Montgomery and on reach- 
ing there was offered the position, after- 
Wards ably filled by Alexander B. Clith- 
Onell, of Alabama. He declined it, telling

AT THE THEATERS. 


‘‘The Professor’s Love Story.”’ 

As Professor Goodwillie in ‘“‘The Profes- 
sor’s Love Story.” at the Grand at matinee 
and last night, EF. S. Willerd played a well- 
snited part to perfection. His stage pres: 
cnee fs faultless. It is needless to say that 


those who saw him watched closely for 
any indication of Irving’s jnfinence. It 
would be no more than natvral if Willard 
had giveu evidence of a lean- 
ing toward some of Irving’s 
manrerisms, for in England there is 
none more courted than Sir Henry. Wil- 
lard is a quiet combination of Mansfield 


and Irving’s best, accentnated with an in- 
dividuality that must needs be charming. 
There is no fault to be found with the 
characters in J. M. Barrie’s dainty stage 
pastoral. By this I mean that the characters 
possess a certain amount of stamina, but I 
must confess that the play itself developad 
surprising weakness. During various parts 
cf the presentation of the three acts there 
were many remarks from various women 
on this line: “Sweet!” ‘So cunning!” “How 
cute!’ And the play was one which pos- 
sessed elenients that tended in the direction 
of the remarks. But there is a sad drag in 


the cpening of the play, and tndeed, 
throuznout the three acts there is a ccn- 


Stant suggestion that much depends upon 
Willard standing boldly to the fron: and 
hiding all defects the playwright may have 
failed to eradicate, or else has unconscious- 
ly incorporated. 

There is not the slightest doubt that the 
ending could be much improved. A pretty 
love scene is spoiled through the insistent 
accentuation of a clever bit of stage work. 
And, too, the professor’s sister and his 
best friend are made parties to a situa- 
tion that is rendered almost uncanny. It 
is necessary to tell something of the story 
in the play to indicate the faultiness of 
the final act. Professor Goodwillie is in love 
with his secretary, Miss Lucy White (Maud 
Hoffamn.) He does not realize it. His friend 
the doctor does, however, The professur, 
frightened at the information, rushes to 
his country heme, but takes his secretary, 
A dowager is in love with the professor. 
Sie goes to the courtry home of her step- 
daughter to entrap the professor. Once in 
the country and away from work, the pro- 
fessor feels rejuvenated. Miss White falis 
into the disfavor of Professor Goodwillie’s 


sister, who has had a disappointment in 
love. Miss Goodwillle, after a number of 


complications have occurred, persuades 
Miss White to refuse the professor. Miss 
Goodwillie believes no man can be faithful 
and that a man easily forgets his love. An 
old letter box found in a field reveals a 
lost Ictter which Miss Goodwillie’s fiance 
wrote her. He died without marrying. The 
letter asked for a word—the time of the 
marriage—and announced that if no reply 
came the writer would give up hope. ‘With 
the finding of the letter Miss Goodwillie 
regains a part of her youth, much of her 
faith in mankind and a lot of charity. She 
contrives to bring the professor and Miss 
White together again. While she is out 
searching for Miss White a scene is in 
progress in a room which is visible from 
the stage.

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shadows on the wall tell the story. The 
doctor is telling the professor of Miss Good- 
willie’s part in securing a ‘‘no’’ from Miss 
White. A frantic figure is shadowed on the 
curtains, and the audience or spectators 
understand that the professor Knows his 
‘true love’ is true. It is with the use of 
the shadows that an anti-climax is erected. 
Miss White goes into the room and there 
the shadows are used again, There is en- 
tirely too much love making by shadows, 
and the climax of the play having been 
reached, the subsequent conversation un- 
der the window by three or four other 
characters grows tiresome. Then, too, these 
characters, one of them the dowagcr, area 
made to overhear such serious love ex- 
pressions as “my own’ “my darling’ and 
the like, all of which situation has a grat- 
ing effect on your true sentimentalists, who 
believes that only the parties directly con- 
cerned jin the love making, and the audience 
should hedr such words. It seems to me 
that a good point to stop the shadows or 
pantomime is where ‘Miss White is clasped 
safely in the arms of the professor. There 
is too much talk after one has heaved a 
great sigh of sympathy and contentment 
at the triumph of love.

Several weeks made 
against W. H. for the 
Chieago Portrait Company, for doing busi- 
ness without a license. The case was post- 
poned from time to time and finally all 
sides announced ready yesterday afternoon. 
Mr. R. C. Alston represented the portrait 
man and Judge John T. Pendleton was 
there for the city, weil flanked by the 
aforesaid indom table license inspector. 

When the case was called Mr. Alston 
sprung ‘the first surprise by stating that 
his client wasn’t present, but several sub- 
stitutes were there to take his place. It 
was agreed that Mr. J. O. Tankard, the 
Georgia state agent for the portrait com- 
pany, was the best target for the shafts 
of the ingpector and city attorney, and 
Mr. Tankard became Brown's substitute. 
The e-ty showed that Tankard was the 
agent of the Chicago Portrait Company, 
and that he had been soliciting orders for 
portraits and picture frames, but the 
frames were only delivered subject to the 
refisal of the purchaser. It was optional 
with the purchaser to take the frame or 
not. It was also shown that a former 
State agent had sold several frames to a 
picture dealer in the city. 

The defense showed that the portra‘ts 
and frames were sold on a contract-.to be 
paid for if both picture and frame were 
satisfactory and came up to the specifica- 
There was evidence showing that 
the frames came to the city in boxes and 
each Was numbercd to correspond to-a 
certain portrait which had been ordered. 
On numerous occasions pictures had been 
sold without any frames at all, and the 
option alluded to in the contract was only 
an evidence of good faith, for it was in- 
tended to assure the purchasers that all 
goods would come up to sample. 

In regard to the of frames to a 
dealer the defense claimed that this was 
only One act and that did not make it a 
business, the frames be.ng a lot which 
persons had ordered and did not take, and 
they were only sold below cost to kevp 
trom shipping them back to the house in 
Chicago. 

In his argument Judge Pendleton took 
the position that the frames were not act- 
ually sold until they were delivered and 
accepted by the person making the order 
for the. portraits and that under such a 
sale thé person mak.ng a sale was subject 
to a license. In the contract it was said 
that the frame was to be taken only if de- 
sired after an inspection. 

Mr. Alston held in his argument that his 
client was protected under the interstate 
commerce law; that the goods were sold 
here by an agent and were the preduct of 
another state; that the frames were gold 
with the portraits on condition that they 
came up to sample and representations.

He is charged with having 
gone so far as to say that all who paid $1 
would have a home for their ch'ldren and 
their children's children for one hundred 
years, 

It is alleged that Brooks, as president, 
has never called a meeting of the policy 
holders and has rendered no member any 
account of the moneys received. It i 
charged that the members have been pay- 
ing their regular weekly dues and that 
Brooks has been using it almost exclusive- 
ly for his own benefit and personal ex- 
penses, 

He is said to have bought property with 
this money, but it is charged that he holds 
it in his own name and not in the name of 
the society whose money bought it. 

It is charged that the orphans’ home con- 
tains no orphans and that Brooks has re- 
-fused to admit to the benefits of the home 
members who had a right thereto. It is 
alleged that he lives at the home and uses 
it for his own benefits and purposes. 

Brooks is charged with fraudulently mis- 
managing the affairs of the socety and 
appropriating the funds collected from the 
members to his own use. He is alleged 
to have failed and refuse@ to pay the ben- 
efits called for by the policy. The charge 
of insolvency is made. 

The petition asks that a receiver be ap- 
pointed and that Brooks be required to 
produce in court all bookKs and records of 
the society.

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Important Cases Pending in the Su- 
preme Court from DeKalb County. 


TO KEEP WATCH ON FLANAGAN 


If the Decision Favors Him He May 
Be Moved to Fulton County 
Jail for Safety. 


; a . 

Three decisicns Will be handed down by 
the supreme court which are of much 
interest to the people of DeKalb and are 
enxiously awaited. 

The one to which attaches the greatest 
impertarce is that in the Flanagan case. 
It fs not believed by the people that a new 
trial will be granteg the murderer, but 
those who understand the points of law in- 
volved say that a new trial is certain. 

It was rumored? yesterday that in antic- 
ipation of the decision, Flanagan had been 
brought to the Fulton county jail for safe- 
keeping, as it 's feared if a new trial is 
granted the people might attempt some 
violence. This was denied, however, but 
if the decision favors the condemned man, 
a close watch will be kept on him, as he 
has few friends in the county. 

Another of the decisions that is exciting 
interest is the one concerning the legality 
of the city court of DeKalb. A bill was 
filed for a habeas G¢orpus proceeding on 
the person of a negro who was charged 
with stealing some leather. The warrant 
upon which he was apprehended was taken 
out in the city court. In the habeas corpus 
hearing it was contended by the plaintiff 
that the city court was illegally constituted 
and the prisoner could not be held. The 
superior court decided that he could be 
held, as the court was legal. The case was 
appealed to the supreme court and the de- 
cision wil] decide whether the city court is 
a legal tribunal or not.. 

The case of the county of DeKalb against 
J. A. Mason will be decided by the supreme 
court at this session and much interest at- 
taches to this owing to the fact that about
